REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose an RF modem that will receive a plurality of message fragments 
originating from a proxy server/message split controller. The proxy server will split the 
message into its plurality of fragments according to predetermined criteria, with each 
message transmitted to the RF modem as a separate signal by separate independent 
transmitting sources. No obvious combination of references found would have taught 
one having ordinary skill in the art to make and use applicant's apparatus as claimed.
